AN ancient church has been transformed into a 
Byzantine jewel box of dazzling religious icons 
from around the world - the first time such a 
collection has ever been displayed in an 
Anglican place of worship. 

This unique installation, part of the Canterbury Festival, 
will give St Peter’s Church, near Faversham, the temporary 
impression of having what is called an iconostasis. 

An icon screen has been constructed at the church in Oare to 
exhibit dozens of superb paintings, by leading artists from all 
over the world. 

This is a central feature of all Orthodox churches, separating 
the sanctuary from the nave and representing the place where 
Heaven and Earth meet. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, Dr Rowan Williams, said: 
“Icons are neither simple pictures nor little isolated spots of 
divinity scattered around. They are a way of experiencing the 
force of the Divine.’ 

He has a special interest in them, has written eloquently on 
the subject, and has his own extensive collection of icons in 
Lambeth Palace. 

Icons belong to a living tradition, he said. 

The Archbishop added: “Not only are icons still being paint¬ 
ed, featuring the classic scenes from Christ’s life: as new saints 
are created, new scenarios become possible.” 

The exhibition at Oare, entitled Divine Dimensions, bought 
together many international iconographers, who will con¬ 
tribute works of their choice. Its creator is local artist Ann 
Welch, who is a student of iconography. 

She said: “Art often reflects the spirit of the age in which it 
was created. This exhibition will reflect a spirit both of interna¬ 
tional co-operation and of ecumenical purpose. I hope it might 
also reflect the passing of an era of divisiveness and greed.” 

Parish priest the Rev Carolin Clapperton said: “We hope that

FAVERSHAM actress

Broadcast on the internet, 
Hollywould aims to tackle youth 
issues such as sexual health, spiking 
drinks and personal safety. 

The £20,000 interactive 10-part 
five-minute teenage soap opera stars 
Helen as fresh-faced university stu¬ 
dent Holly, who is exposed to a series 
of issues which confront young people 
including internet dating. 

It has been created by Kent County 
Council’s broadband channel, Kent 
TV, which views it as a fresh way of 
communicating with young adults. 

It has been made in consultation 
with NHS Primary Care Trusts and 
the series homepage links to a collec¬ 
tion of films relevant to the topics 
raised throughout the series. 

Some of the information films 
include Chlamydia, general sexual 
health, how to find university accom¬ 
modation and staying safe. 

Hollywould contains contemporary 
messages within the drama and 
allows viewers to direct the storyline 
after the initial four episodes. 


A new episode is being released at 
midday every Wednesday, including 
today, for the next nine weeks. 

The TaxPayers’ Alliance has critic- 
sied the move and said people would 
prefer to pay lower council tax than 
spend money on experimental 
drama. 

Matthew Elliot, chief executive of 
the campaign group, said: “I’m sure 
most taxpayers would rather their 
money was in their pocket in the 
form of lower council tax, especially 
in the middle of a recession.” 

Hollywould was created in just four 
months and used 25 actors, runners and 
extras as well as a director, writer and 
film editor. It was directed by award¬ 
winning director Simon Welsford. 

Writer Julie Wassmer whose other 
credits include ITV drama London’s 
Burning added: “Writing for the 
internet is very different but 
extremely creative. 

“The format allows people to inter¬ 
act with the characters and plot in a 
much more intimate way and will 
also allow us to put across some light- 
touch messaging about serious sub¬ 
jects like student safety and the sex¬ 
ual health of young women.” 

Kent TV was launched by Kent 
County Council in 2007 and is a 
blend of website and television, 
designed to put over public infor¬ 
mation and features about the 
county. It is operated independently 
by Bob Geldof’s media company 
Ten Alps pic.

It is thought this is the first time 
that an Orthodox iconostasis has 
been installed in an Anglican church.

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Campaigner calls lor free 
rail travel for pensioners 


A CAMPAIGNER who has 
compiled a 5,000-signature 
petition calling for free travel 
on Kent’s rail network for the 
over 60s has taken his cam¬ 
paign to County Hall. 

Retired decorator Harry Farrow, from 
Sittingbourne, has also written to 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown and 
Prince Charles, asking for their help in 
giving senior citizens free use of the 
railways after peak hours. 

He wants the scheme to be adopted 
by Southeastern Rail and run along¬ 
side the current free bus passes which 
are available across the county. 

Mr Farrow, 63, said a similar scheme 
is in operation in both London and the 
Midlands, and he sees no reason why it 
could not operate in Kent as well. 

Petition 

He waited outside the Maidstone 
headquarters of Kent County Council 
and handed his leaflet to councillors 
and council officers. 

Mr Farrow said: “I had a very good 
reception. People seemed to like what I 
had to say.” 

He was accompanied by 
Sittingbourne KCC member Mike 
Whiting, and also met head of trans¬ 
port David Hall. Both expressed their 
support. 

“The free bus passes are all very 
well,” he said, “but to go further afield 
takes a lot of time, and sitting on a bus

for more than 40 minutes to get to 
Faversham or Gillingham is not an 
option most older people will want to 
take consider. 

“So I thought, as it is the case that 
using the London pass you can get 
from Dartford to Watford or into the 
Buckinghamshire countryside for 
nothing, why could something similar 
not operate in Kent? 

“Many trains are empty after rush 
hour, so this would not affect anyone 
adversely. I was pleased so many coun¬ 
cillors agreed with me, and I intend to 
keep going.” 

Mr Farrow has sent his petition to 
supporters in Medway and written to 
district and parish councils across the 
county, including Walmer and 
Sandwich. 

He said: “When I started out, people 
said I should work from the bottom up, 
but I wanted to do it my way, so I wrote 
to Prince Charles, who sent a letter 
back wishing me well. 

“I feel so strongly about this that I 
will deliver the petition to the Prime 
Minister in the near future. 

“Other people have advanced their 
causes in that way, so why not me?” 

A spokesman for the rail company 
said it was constantly looking at ways 
to maximise use of public transport 
and all options were taken into consid¬ 
eration.

'Abandoned' cars

ROGUE recovery trucks which pluck 
parked cars off the road and sell them for 
scrap are operating in Swale, police warn. 

There have been two cases in the last 
two weeks where arrests and charges 
have been brought after vehicles were 
lifted from the side of the road using 
recovery trucks.

Three sheep 
dead after 
dog attack 


Hard-hitting show is

A FLOCK of prize-winning sheep 
has been devastated by a dog 
attack at a farm in Eastling, near 
Faversham. 

The dogs, a Rottweiller and a 
Dogue De Bordeaux, were discov¬ 
ered in the field of 10 sheep when 
owner John Shrubsall went to tend 
them early on Sunday morning. 

One of the sheep had been killed 
and two more sustained such 
extensive injuries that they had to 
be destroyed by a vet. 

The other seven animals also 
sustained wounds, including lacer¬ 
ations to their ears. The sheep were 
all rare breed animals and have 
been shown at agricultural shows 
across the country. 

Mr Shrubsole said: “I am devas¬ 
tated by what has happened. We 
have spent years perfecting these 
bloodlines and that has been 
destroyed in the space of 10 min¬ 
utes. I doubt I will be able to breed 
from these sheep now.” 

Both of the dogs were shot during 
the incident. 

Inspector Steve Griffiths said: 
“The law allows a farmer to act to 
protect his livestock. We are still 
investigating this incident and 
have yet to speak to the owner of 
the dogs.”

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Clamping down on hare 
coursers and poachers 

A POLICE operation to clamp down on ille¬ 
gal hare coursing and poaching has been 
launched in the area around Sittingboume. 

The operation, which is being run by the 
Sittingboume Neighbourhood Team, runs 
until January 31 and aims to reduce rural 
crime and raise the confidence of people liv¬ 
ing in the countryside in the ability of the 
police to uphold law and order. 

A similar operation was launched recent¬ 
ly in the area around Faversham.

Hares are often left 
with broken legs or backs and last year 
three dogs were abandoned in fields.” 

The operation will also target poachers 
who, by stealing pheasants and other game 
birds from organised shoots, also prove 
costly to landowners.

Planned homes 'wll 
be slums of future' 


A PLANNED development of 320 
new homes in Iwade has brought 
angry reactions from residents, 
who say the village is already over- 
populated. 

Former parish councillor, Philip Feam, hit 
out at the scheme after property developers, 
Hillreed Homes, received outline planning 
permission from Swale council. 

His said: “The whole development of Iwade 
has gone too far. We do not have the infrastruc¬ 
ture to cope with more houses. 

“Shops, doctors, schools and local services 
are becoming overloaded. 

“There is not adequate parking as it is and 
because of government legislation, developers 
are now building at a higher density with 
smaller roads, to discourage cars. 

Problems 

“However, the cars won’t go away and it has 
got to the point where emergency vehicles are 
unable to get through the streets.” 

Mr Feam, of Meadow Rise, added: “There is 
also a major problem with flooding. Swale 
council agreed in principle, some time ago, 
that no more development would take place 
until the river culverts were sorted out. 

“They have reneged on their promise. I real¬ 
ly think Iwade is being mined. We are strug¬ 
gling to cope as it is, but this council takes no 
notice. I tmly believe these houses will end up 
the slums of the future”.

Angry Iwade residents have echoed Mr 
Feam’s opinions, writing to the council to com¬ 
plain that their views are being ignored and 
the village is stmggling to cope. 

One complained that Iwade could no longer 
be classed as a village, whilst another asked 
the council to sort out existing problems before 
creating more. 

However, Maidstone-based Hillreed Homes 
has defended its plan to develop the land adja¬ 
cent to Coleshall Farm, School Lane. 

Marketing and corporate manager Jo 
Richards said: “The village itself has grown 
considerably in recent years, but the expan¬ 
sion has been carefully managed and the 
street layouts, road calming and open spaces 
all make it a most agreeable place to live. 

Company chairman, Tony Hiller, said: ““This 
scheme will, at long last, deliver Iwade a new 
recreation ground, pavilion and parking area, 
together with a substantial public open space 
next to the medical centre.” 

A Swale council spokesman said: “Contrary 
to Mr Wilkes’ suggestion, the development will 
be of a high quality and sympathetic to the 
appearance and scale of the existing develop¬ 
ment in the village. 

“With regard to surface water drainage, the 
Iwade Stream comes under the jurisdiction of 
the Environment Agency, who raise no objec¬ 
tion to the proposed development.”

Airport scanner used to examine artifacts

AN airport-style security scanner is the latest 
tool for archaeologists examining the Anglo- 
Saxon relics discovered in Sittingboume. 

The Rapiscan device is being used to check 
for metallic components in the articles 
discovered at The Meads, where the ground 
was being dug up to lay foundations for a 
new pub. 

A team is at work in full public view in The 
Fomm shopping centre in the town, where 
the scanner is proving valuable in tracing 
components forming parts of jewellery. 

The finds also include weapons and beads, 
but most precious is a perfectly-preserved 


pair of glass drinking cups from a Saxon 
warrior’s grave, placed either side of his 
head, along with the warrior’s sword, shield 
and spear. 

The rare cups are being kept safe and are 
not on display, although many objects are on 
show at a converted shop in the town centre. 

The full haul includes more than 2,500 
objects, including weapons, brooches and 
other dress accessories, decorative coloured 
glass beads and vessels. 

They were recovered from 229 graves and 
are being examined by archaeologists and 
local volunteers.

Defiant Wyatt: 
'I'll fight Boris's 
ludicrous plan' 


MP DEREK Wyatt has hit back at 
Boris Johnson’s claims that he 
has “no aspiration” to build an air¬ 
port in the Thames estuary. 

The MP for Sittingbourne and Sheppey 
made the comments in reference to Mr 
Johnson’s plan to build a £40 billion floating 
24-hour airport off the Kent coast. 

The Mayor of London recently told a meet¬ 
ing of London’s Transport Committee: “I do 
not have an aspiration to construct such an 
airport. What I think is right for us at the 
GLA is to look in a progressive way at all the 
possibilities for aviation capacity around 
London. And that is all we are doing.” 

But Mr Wyatt said the mayor had created 
a steering group to look into the proposal 
after a preliminary report last week. The 
Oakervee Report, which cost £10,000, calls 
on the mayor to fund the £10 million panel. 

Consulting 

Mr Wyatt said: “The mayor’s actions are 
completely incongruent to his words today. 

“He has not commissioned expensive 
reports into any other options to cope with 
demand for air travel, so it is clear that he 
strongly favours the estuary plan. 

“He has also packed his £10m steering group 
with people who agree with him, like his 
deputy Kit Malthouse and Bridget Rosewell, 
who recently set up a consulting company

with the author of yesterday’s shoddy report. 

“At best the mayor, the most powerful Tory 
in the country, seems to be confused on this; 
at worst his comment amounts to duplicity. 

“To be charitable, he seems to be confused 
as to where his remit and authority ends, and 
on whose property he is seeking to build on.” 

“I will continue to fight this ludicrous 
scheme for as long as I represent the people 
whose lives will be made much poorer if it 
comes to fruition.” 

The airport idea has also been slammed by 
Medway Council, Kent County Council and 
the RSPB, who all oppose the plans. 

RSPB regional director Chris Corrigan 
said: “The airport would damage or destroy 
huge areas of legally-protected habitat. 

“There could be also be significant risk of 
bird strike, as the Thames Estuary is a hub 
for hundreds of thousands of migrant birds.” 

KCC leader Paul Carter said: “There is a 
growing consensus that the Estuary airport is 
undeliverable, unaffordable and unnecessaiy. 

“Manston could also handle six million pas¬ 
senger movements a year, which would boost 
the economy in an area of high deprivation.”

Mr Henderson said: “I have known Lesley 
for many years and I have always respected 
her for the way in which she put the 
interests of her local community before 
party politics.

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The modern 
relevance of 

poppy appeal

WITH the continued deaths of 
British servicemen in Afghanistan, 
this year’s poppy appeal for fallen 
fighters is ever more poignant. 

The appeal was launched on Thursday by 
the Royal British Legion with the slogan “For 
their sake, wear a poppy”. 

Since 2001, more than 220 members of the 
Armed Forces - including soldiers from Kent - 
have been killed in Afghanistan, and more 
than 300 troops have been wounded in 
Helmand Province alone. 

In decades past, we bought poppies to 
remember those who fell in two world wars 
and other conflicts. 

Tragedies 

But the tragedies suffered by the families of 
those men and women is now being shared in 
these new modem day battles. 

Along with the dead, thousands more have 
been hurt in Iraq, many with bmtal injuries. 

During the launch ceremony, hosted by the 
chairman of Kent County Council, John 
Davies, representatives from active serving 
units across the county, many of whom have 
served in Afghanistan and Iraq, were formally 
presented the first poppies of the 2009 Appeal. 

This was done by school children from St 
Paul’s and Benenden Primary Schools who 
handed each veteran a poppy. 

Those that have fallen in Kent in recent 
years include Flight Sgt Gary Andrews, 48, 
from Tankerton, who was with 120 Squadron 
RAF; Sgt Dave Wilkinson, 33, from Ashford, 
with 19 Regiment Royal Artillery; Major 
Alexis Roberts, 32, with 1st Battalion The 
Royal Gurkha Rifles; Lance Corporal Jake 
Alderton, 22, from Bexley, with 36 Engineer 
Regiment; Lance Corporal James Johnson, 31, 
from Chatham, with 5th Battalion The Royal 
Regiment of Scotland, and Captain Ben 
Babington-Browne, 27, from Maidstone, who

was with 22 Engineer Regiment, Royal 
Engineers. 

Royal British Legion county manager, Geoff 
Simpson, said: “The two weeks of 
Remembrancetide provide a time when we 
can honour the memory of those who have 
died. 

“However, in remembering the dead, we 
must not forget the living, particularly those 
who have had their lives shattered by dreadful 
wounding, or the loss of a loved one. 

“The funds raised through our annual poppy 
appeal help provide emotional and financial 
support for servicemen and their families, who 
are trying to rebuild their lives. 

“The people of Kent generously donated just 
over £1 million during last year’s poppy 
appeal. 

“However, we see daily increases in the num¬ 
ber of people turning to us for help. 

“The support we have given this year has 
been extensive - from funding a laptop that 


allowed a young ex-soldier suffering from post 
traumatic stress disorder to order his shop¬ 
ping online and keep in contact with his fami¬ 
ly, to helping an estranged wife and her three 
children move out of a women’s refuge and 
into a rented home of their own. For their 
sake, wear a poppy.” 

Because of the ever-growing number of casu¬ 
alties, the Legion said the focus of this year’s 
appeal is to help what it called “the Afghan 
generation” of the Armed Forces and their 
families. 

Since 2003, the Legion has financially assist¬ 
ed 10,000 Middle East veterans, and helped 
win £7.5m additional compensation paid to 
the most seriously injured heroes. 

It has also provided £1.8m for combat stress 
to provide treatment for mental traumas, pro¬ 
vided housing and employment, and even 
adventure breaks and family holidays to hun¬ 
dreds of veterans, all of whom saw action in 
Afghanistan and Iraq. 


Fatal crash outside 
fof village church 

A WOMAN has died following a car crash 
outside a village church. 

The accident, which involved a silver 
Peugeot and a Mondeo, happened at about 
9.30am on Thursday on the A26 Tonbridge 
Road at Wateringbury, near Maidstone. 

It is thought the 48-year-old, from 
Gravesend, was trapped inside her vehicle 
following the crash, which was attended by 
staff from all three emergency services. 

Pedigree puppies 
stolen during raid 

THIEVES made off with nine cocker 
spaniels after breaking into kennels on a 
village industrial estate. 

Four black-and-white puppies and five 
adults were stolen during the raid in Iwade, 
near Sittingbourne, which took place 
between October 14-15. 

The estimated value of the dogs - none of 
which were micro-chipped - is about £4,000. 

Lifeboat rescued 
skilled Dutch sailor 

A DUTCH sailor rescued after his boat suf¬ 
fered engine failure said he was sad to have 
called for help after 40 years’ experience of 
sailing. 

The owner said he was pleased to see the 
Dover lifeboat come to the aid of his small 
angling boat, which had been drifting in the 
north-east shipping lane on passage to The 
Netherlands. 

Deputy Second Coxswain Mark Finnis 
led the RNLI lifeboat out of Dover just after 
lpm on Monday, October 19, to the disabled 
vessel, which was 11 miles out of port. 

The stricken seven-metre water-jet 
angling boat, together with its single occu¬ 
pant, was then towed to Dover Marina. 

Mr Finnis said: “Conditions in the Channel 
were moderate and the boat was drifting in 
the nautical equivalent of the M25. 

“Everything went well and the gentleman 
was last seen boarding a ferry to go home, 
leaving his new boat in Dover.” 

Large driving fine 

A POLISH motorist has been handed 
Kent’s largest ever fine of £7,500 for twice 
being caught driving a dangerously over¬ 
weight lorry on the M20. 

Janaszczy appeared before Sevenoaks 
magistrates this morning, when he was 
also ordered to pay £85 court costs and a 
£15 victim surcharge on top of the mam¬ 
moth fine.

How did you become interested in making stained glass? 


A I left school when I was 16 and worked as 
a landscape gardener for three months and 
hated it. There was a studio along the 
Littlebourne Road which was called The 
Stained Glass Studio and was run by Mike 
Boothroyd. I worked there for four years mak¬ 
ing leaded lights and all-round things. When I 
left there, I worked for Canterbury Cathedral 
for 12 years as a Stained glass glazier. My 
work entailed removing the panels out of the 
Cathedral and into the conservation studio, 
where the conservators did their work. After 
the stained glass had been conserved, I then 
re-fitted it into position. I had to get the panels 
out of the building and into the workshop 
where the conservators did their work, and 
then I got it back into the cathedral and back 
into position. 

I worked on the Chapter House, which took 
seven years to do. I did a large percentage of 
the secondary glazing, which is the clear glaz¬ 
ing round the Nave and the top end of the 
Cathedral. The Cathedral also does commis¬ 
sion work, so I went to most of the Cathedrals 
and Churches in Kent over the 12 years I was 
there. After I was made redundant, my close 
friend, Sid Solloway, helped me to start my 
own business. 

We called it Glass and Things because we 
did anything basically. It went from terrari¬ 
ums, a cross between a plant-pot and a green¬ 


house used by the navy to bring plants back 
from expeditions, to mirrors to pubs to whatev¬ 
er. 

Our claim to fame is we worked on the refur¬ 
bishment of St Pancras train station. We did 
both sides of the platform and across the back, 
as they needed specialised glaziers for the 
doors and windows.

How has business been? 


A We opened seven or eight years ago and it 
has been great until a couple of years ago 
when the credit crunch hit. We used to have 
three employees here and we’ve unfortunately 
had to lose all of them, and we are now back to 
me, the wife and Sid. 

Business is gradually picking up at the 
moment, but stained glass is a luxury item - 
people either want their window or they don’t 
want it and sometimes they can live without 
out it. As for the cut-sized glass, we have our 
regulars who know we are here, but other peo¬ 
ple don’t know we exist, which is quite sad 
really.

What is the secret to beautiful stained glass? 


hold their hands for the colours of the glass 
but we always say we don’t have to wake up to 
it in the morning. 

My wife and I don’t have any stained glass in 
our house at all. The sole reason is I doubt we 
could ever agree to a design or a colour that we 
would go for. People come in here, they bring in 
their ideas and we do what they ask for. 

Q lf you could take on any project with stained glass, what 
would it be? 

A An entire stately home would be nice, with 
leaded lights and stained glass. But we 
really like Joe Bloggs who walks in the door 
with their one-off stained glass panel for their 
front door or for their entrance hall. 

We’ve done some quirky things in the past. 
We’ve done a pair of shoes in glass as a shoe 
company wanted some stained glass shoes to 
sit on a table-top to advertise with. We did a 
terrarium that was four foot long, two foot tall 
by three foot wide, and that weighed a tonne! 
Our catchphrase is that we can do anything in 
glass, so in that way it can be quite strange.

How often is the glass in the cathedral replaced? 


A I suppose it is the materials and the design 
at the end of the day. We always say to peo¬ 
ple we don’t have to like the design. They come 
in with their idea and we make what they 
want. We don’t even choose the colours. We

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QUESTION: What do you think about the zero-tolerance policy 
adopted in New York? 

Patricia Burton, Folkestone 

ANSWER: The concept of zero-tolerance policing was made 
famous in the mid-90s by New York mayor Rudy Giuliani and 
works on the assumption that by quickly and firmly addressing 
minor problems within a locality, a strong message is sent out 
that more serious crime will not be tolerated. 

However, this approach has attracted criticism for removing 
officer discretion and unnecessarily criminalising large numbers of 
local people, and there is still much debate among criminologists 
as to its effectiveness at actually reducing levels of crime. 

Kent Police are committed to dealing with low-level crime 
and antisocial behaviour, and we target this through our local 
neighbourhood policing teams and the recently-introduced 
neighbourhood task teams. I strongly believe we need to achieve 
this in partnership with local communities and that my officers 
need to retain the ability to exercise discretion and use their own 
common sense - something the public would quite rightly expect. 

QUESTION: Can you explain why for many years your officers 
have allowed hundreds of speeding motorcyclists to use the roads 
in and out of Tenterden every summer weekend as a virtual TT 
course? 

Not only are they a menace to themselves, but to pedestrians 
and all other road-users as well. I have complained to the 
previous holder of your position, but nothing was ever done and I 
certainly have never seen a speed trap on our local roads. 

Steps should, in my view, be taken now to prepare a rude 
awakening for these lawless idiots in time for next summer.

ANSWER: Kent Police take the issue of speeding motorcyclists 
very seriously. In the Ashford district, which includes Tenterden, 
this important issue is treated as a priority in a number of wards 
following feedback from the PACT (Partners and Communities 
Together) processes in both rural and urban areas. 

The subject of speeding motorcyclists forms part of our 
daily business and is incorporated into our 'You said, we did' 
information campaigns. Since the beginning of last month, 26 
rural-road checks have been completed in the Tenterden area, 
resulting in 46 drivers being dealt with for a variety of offences. 

In addition, a specialist motorbike team patrols areas where 
problems are identified and provides advice to riders. Its role 
specifically focuses on reducing the number of people killed and 
seriously injured on our roads, but also addresses antisocial 
behaviour by riders. 

QUESTION: We are continually being told the crime rate is falling, 
but is that because the public feels reporting offences is pointless 
as the police appear disinterested? 

Patricia Burton, Folkestone 

ANSWER: Kent Police set priorities to tackle antisocial 
behaviour and crime. We achieve this by ensuring our emergency 
response patrols react to calls for assistance that need immediate 
attendance. Kent Police's Initial Crime Investigation Unit deals 
with all reports of crime that do not require the immediate atten¬ 
dance of a patrol. The unit consists of 60 investigators providing a 
round-the-clock service. The staff have specialised training to 
enable them to provide a quality investigation at the first point of 
contact with the caller, ensuring each caller receives the best 
possible service. At local level we have seen a marked increase in 
the number of crimes attended by police. 


Antisocial behaviour and 
crime put in the spotlight 


A THREE-WEEK crack¬ 
down on crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour was 
launched by Kent Police 
this week, writes Jane 
Barlow. 

It will runs until November 8 
and will give the message that 
illegal and nuisance behaviour 
will not be tolerated while at the 
same time reassuring people the 
police and many other organisa¬ 
tions are working together to 
make their communities safer. 

During the three weeks, Kent 
Police will be working with local councils, 
Kent Fire and Rescue Service, Neighbourhood 
Watch, Clean Kent, the Probation Service, the 
Kent and Medway Camera Safety Part¬ 
nership, Kent County Council and the 
Medway Unitary Authority 
The campaign will focus on three themes: 

• Crime and disorder - this will include action 
to reduce incidents of antisocial behaviour 
associated with Halloween and fireworks 

• Antisocial use of vehicles - this will include 
specialist patrols targeting those motorists 
who put lives at risk by speeding, using 
mobile phones while driving, not wearing 
seatbelts, or by driving uninsured, unroad¬ 
worthy, untaxed vehicles. Patrols will also 
target nuisance off-road motorcycling 

• Environmental antisocial behaviour - 
activities will aim to improve the environ¬ 
ment through the removal of graffiti, rub¬ 
bish and abandoned and untaxed vehicles 
and the identification of individuals or com¬ 
panies responsible for flytipping. 

Inspector Phil Hibben, who is co-ordinating 

police efforts across the county, said: “Anti¬ 
social behaviour and crime can have a signifi¬ 
cant impact on people’s quality of life. 

“During these three weeks the police will be 
working closely with local councils and other 


agencies to tackle the issues 
that matter most to local people 
and bring offenders to justice. 

“The darker evenings and a 
seasonal rise in casualties on the 
roads will mean we will also be 
targeting drivers who pose the 
greatest risk to other road-users. 

“Specialist officers will be 
identifying and prosecuting 
drivers who drive in an anti¬ 
social manner.” 

Part of the campaign, called 
Operation Velo, will see police offi¬ 
cers going out on their bikes rather 
than in patrol cars to speak with 
members of the public. 

When Operation Velo ran at the end of 
August it resulted in 900 engagements with 
youngsters, who were given road safety advice. 

The campaign will also include Operation 
Cubit, which is coordinated by KCC and 
removes untaxed and abandoned vehicles 
from the roads. The campaign also takes in 
Not In My Neighbourhood Week, which runs 
nationally from November 2-6. 

During the three weeks, action planned 
across the county includes: 

• In Maidstone PCSOs will be visiting shops 
selling fireworks to remind retailers about 
the law. 

• Dover officers will be tackling inconsiderate 
parking outside schools. 

• In Gravesend and Dartford, meetings will be 
held with retailers, at which Trading 
Standards and Kent Police will give advice. 

• Ashford police officers will be going into sec¬ 
ondary schools to speak about the dangers of 
playing with fireworks and about road safe¬ 
ty. PCSOs will be recording number-plates of 
drivers not wearing seatbelts or using 
mobile phones at the wheel. 

Officers from Ashford are expecting to be par¬ 
ticularly busy on October 31 as the village of 
Pluckley is reportedly the countiys most haunt¬ 
ed place and there could be an influx of visitors.

Simon Robinson explains why readers should oppose Boris Johnson's floating airport scheme off Kent's coast

So many reasons we can't 
allow Boris's plans to take off 


BORIS Johnson’s barmy Thames 
Estuary airport plan must never 
touch down. 

The hare-brained £40 billion proposal has 
numerous fatal flaws, most of which are so bla¬ 
tantly, smack-in-the-face obvious a child could 
point them out. 

The floating airport proposal has been criti¬ 
cised for being too expensive, impractical, envi¬ 
ronmentally and ecologically unsound, unfea¬ 
sible, unwanted and a host of other bad words. 

Furthermore, it fails miserably against any 
set of criterion you may wish to stack it up 
against. Let’s just consider one or two of the 
main drawbacks to plopping a huge six run¬ 
way airport off the Kent coast. 

First things first, there’s the astronomical 
cost. With the £40 billion sum - that’s £40,000 
million or £40,000,000,000 - we could build 
the equivalent of ten London Heathrow 
Terminal 5’s or buy Cristiano Ronaldo, the 
world’s most expensive player, 500 times over. 


Quite what we’d do with 500 Portuguese 
step-over merchants is another matter but 
that’s beside the point. 

Then there are the logistical issues. 

The Mayor of London wants to build an air¬ 
port in the middle of the Estuary, a few miles 
away from land. The airport would be served by 
two terminals, one in Kent, and one in Essex. 

How would thousands of passengers get to 
and from these terminals each day? 

They couldn’t get there by car. Anyone who’s 
tried to drive through Medway, Maidstone, 
Ashford, Canterbury, Dover or anywhere else 
around the county can vouch for the fact that 
the road network is on its knees. 

Adding a few thousand extra cars to our 
roads is not only impractical, it’s downright 
dangerous. And they won’t get there by train 
either. Again, anyone who’s been faced with a 
peak-time journey on Southeastern trains 
knows the carriages are already full to burst¬ 
ing and the customer satisfaction levels are 
somewhat short of‘acceptable’, let alone ‘good’ 
or ‘we need more passengers on board’. 


Then you’ve got the ecological impact of build¬ 
ing a six runway airport off Kent’s wildlife-rich 
coast. This serene stretch is currently home to a 
whole host of migrating and breeding birds, 
many of which are rare or protected. 

For all these reasons, and many, many more, 
Medway Council, Kent County Council and 
the RSPB have joined forces to oppose the 
plans. The partners have set up a website - 
www.stopestuaryairport.com - which 
Yourmedway supports. There are whispers 
around Whitehall that the mayor’s estuary 
airport plans are simply political grandstand¬ 
ing of the highest order, diverting attention 
away from further developing London’s air¬ 
ports ahead of next year’s London elections. 

But let’s not take the risk. It’s up to us to 
send a clear message to Boris that Kent does 
not want his airport. 

We need names on the anti-airport petition 
to force the mayor to scrap his plane-stupid 
plans. Go build your airport somewhere where 
the transport network can cope and the envi¬ 
ronmental impact will be less devastating.

How was last year's weather when it 
came to keeping the roads clear? 

Last winter was one of the wettest and coldest for over a 
decade Due to air planning and preparations the majority of 
our roads were kept open snow was cleared and we had 
enough salt in stock to catty ait non-stop niglrt time salting 
We are well prepared for the coming winter ahead. 

How do you decide whether to send out 
the lorries or keep them in the depot? 

We liave 53 lorries which operate in Kent From mid-October 
to mid-April we monitor the weather ck>scJy. Infotmatiai is 
gathered every hour from 13 weather stations and then 
merged with a detailed weather forecast The resulting 
information is issued to us three times a day by our forecast 
agency and specially trained winter duty officers assess the 
and turn it into a Kent Road Weather Forecast 

This year I believe you are using new 
technology to keep the roads clear? 

Wc wi be using a new pre-wet salt system on some of 
our roads The saft is sprayed with water as it comes out 
of the back of the lorry. This means that it sticks to the 
road better and does not get blown away by the wild, tt 
also means that we do not have to use as much salt We 
estimate this system uses about 30 per cent less. 

Are there alternatives to using salt? 

There are materials which have been used on airport run¬ 
ways but they are more expensive and we could not 
afford to use them on the miles of mad in Kent 


I'm a regular user of the hand 
car wash in Faversham. They 
provide a first-class service at a 
sensible price. 

They’re polite, friendly and reli¬ 
able, and I was furious when I 
read that the local authority has 
refused planning permission. 

If their business is shut down 
it's not only the families who will 
suffer - the landowner will lose 
the rent they pay and the plot 
will be even more susceptible to 
vandalism.

The Meningitis Research 
Foundation (MRF) has launched its 
new student awareness posters to 


highlight the increased risk of 
meningitis among students, particu¬ 
larly during the winter months. 

The posters have been developed 
in consultation with students to 
communicate the symptoms of 
meningitis and septicaemia. 

Students and young adults are the 
second most ‘at-risk’ group in the 
UK after children under five, and 
they are more vulnerable to the dis¬ 
eases when they come together in 
new environments. 

It is vital that students know the 
symptoms of meningitis so they can 
distinguish between them and more 
common flu-like illnesses. 

Every year in the UK there are 
around 3,300 cases of meningitis 
and septicaemia - the blood poison¬ 
ing form of the disease. A death still 
occurs almost every day and a fur¬ 
ther two people are left with severe 
after-effects, such as brain damage, 
hearing loss and amputations.

Piven finally gets chance 
to show us all Hie Goods

JEREMY Piven must feel like the 
three-time bridesmaid who has 
finally made it down the aisle as a 
bride. 

After all, the actor has carved out a sturdy 
career playing supporting roles in films such 
as Grosse Pointe Blanc, Old School and 
RocknRolla, and now, at the age of 44, he has 
finally landed a lead film role, as smooth-talk¬ 
ing car salesman Don Ready in the comedy 
The Goods: Live Hard, Sell Hard. 

“It was like sticking around the party for a lit¬ 
tle bit longer,” Piven says about playing the lead. 

“It was a great thing for me, and I feel like 
IVe been practising that for at least 20 years 
and so that’s maybe why I have something to 
offer. Whether I’m carrying the movie or not, it 
doesn’t matter, but to carve out that lead role 
is a great gift and I’d love to continue that.” 

The casting choice could be down, in part, to 
Piven having made a name for himself playing 
ruthless Hollywood agent Ari Gold in US TV 
series Entourage. 

Some of Ari can even be seen in The Goods’ 
Don Ready, who lives for work and will do any¬ 
thing and say anything to sell a car. 

He leads a crack team of sales specialists 
who spend their lives on the road, travelling to 
whichever car showroom needs to rejuvenate 
its sales. But this isn’t a film about sales tech¬ 
niques, rather about the friendship between 
Don’s motley crew and his own personal jour¬ 
ney as he begins to question his commitment- 
shy nomadic ways. 

It is also packed with shocking jokes and 
one-liners. Don’s team-mate Babs, played by 
Kathryn Jahn, falls in love with a ten-year-old, 
a Korean salesmen gets beaten up by his col¬ 
leagues in an apparent Rate crime’ and sever-

al scenes are set in the salacious surroundings 
of a strip club. 

Piven stands by the humour, despite com¬ 
plaints from some about its lack of taste. 

“I really thought it was all very funny, I was 
not offended,” he says earnestly. 

But one line in particular, in which Babs 
declares what she would do if Don pulls off a 
hard sell (too rude to be repeated here), almost 
got Piven into trouble at a screening. 

“I was watching the movie with Tony Romo, 
the American football player, and when he 
heard Babs’s line, he choked,” says Piven. 

“He was eating chips and he was laughing so 
hard, he started choking. I thought I’d killed 
Tony Romo. Here it would be like killing David 
Beckham - it was a scary moment.” 

Piven’s easy-going manner and gift for comic 
timing may be one of the reasons he has land¬ 
ed friends such as the aforementioned sports¬ 
man, as well as John Cusack, Dustin Hoffman 





and rapper Common. 

But on the whole, Piven remains guarded 
about his private life, preferring to offer up a 
joke or an anecdote than to speak frankly 
about his personal affairs. 

Is this a deliberate move? 

“Yes, I think it is,” Piven admits. 

“If you parade your private life in public I 
think it robs you of your anonymity and I don’t 
know how healthy that is. 

“I’m just trying to figure out a way to be a 
decent person and a working actor.” 

That said, he is frank enough to admit that 
he is “single right now”. 

“I’m absolutely looking for someone - why 
not?” he adds, offering hope to the many who 
swoon at his swarthy good looks.

ITS taken me a while to get into Peep 
Show, but I’m glad I have. 

I came to it late, about halfway 
through series five, but was instantly 
hooked. 

Goodness alone knows why I had 
neglected it before - I’d heard people 
singing its praises for years, but it 
was just one of those things I never 
got round to, a bit like re-tiling the 
bathroom. 

Each week we meet Mark Corrigan 
and Jeremy Osborne, two of life’s los¬ 
ers, who inhabit, a tower-block fiat, in 
London together, more out of obliga¬ 
tion to an old, stilted friendship forged 
at university rather than through 
actual choice. 

The 'El Dude Brothers’ (which they 
occasionally refer to themselves as) 
constantly wind each other up and 
generally rue their lot in life but stick 
together anyway to face what it 
throws at diem. 

Mark, played by David Mitchell, is a 
reasonably nice guy who just wants to 
settle down with a cup of tea and play 
a game of Risk, safe in the knowledge 
that be has a decent pension plan in 
place, but nothing ever goes quite 
right for him. 

He has got the wrong woman preg¬ 
nant, lives in fear of his charismatic 
but possibly unhinged boss Alan 
Johnson and wishes he could turn 
back time so he could live happily 
ever after with work colleague Dohby, 
a female fellow geek for whom he car¬ 
ries a torch. 

Jeremy, played by Robert. Webb, is a 
tar less agreeable character whose 
selfishness and workshy nature know 
no bounds, although his band-mate 
Super Hans makes him look like a 
saint.

The two trundle forward, meeting 
ever-more obnoxious people along the 
way, as Mark dreams of an equitable 
life and Jeremy of impending i-ock 
superstardom. 

While you find sympathy with 
Mark’s plight, Jeremy seems to get 
just what he deserves. 

What sets this apart from other sit¬ 
coms is the internal monologue of the 
two main characters as they try to 
scheme and bluff their way through 
the day as best they can. 

What they re thinking is always fun¬ 
nier than what’s being said out loud. 

The clever part is that millions of us 
can identify with rarely being able to 
say what’s actually on your mind. 

This dynamic is the vital cog here 
and in particular Mitchell’s contribu¬ 
tions stand out.

Feeling bonnie about Edinburgh

IN the relaxing surroundings of 
my room, it was easy to see why 
the five-star hotel is so popular 
with celebrities stopping off in 
Scotland’s capital city. 

The Scotsman is a short walk from Waverley 
Station, barely four-and-a-half hours by train 
from London, and close to the many land¬ 
marks of The Royal Mile. All the big names in 
fashion have a base here, including grand 
Harvey Nichols in St Andrew Square. 

The Scotsman has followed Edinburgh’s 
ethos: enhance the old and embrace the new 
by teaming traditional elegance with contem¬ 
porary class to create an exclusive yet rather 
warm and welcoming environment. 

The city is famed for its dramatic beauty, 
and our spacious suite afforded a captivating 
180-degree view to the east, taking in the 
imposing outline of Calton Hill and the blue 
waters of the Firth of Forth in the distance. 

After a morning in the city I visited the spa 
for some well-deserved pampering. 

The spa, like the hotel, is exclusive but not 
intimidating. I chose the Indoceane body treat¬ 
ment, and despite sporting little more than 
paper pants, felt entirely relaxed in the warm 
and comforting treatment room. 

Leaving the luxury lifestyle of the hotel 
might be a chore, but there are too many 
world-famous landmarks nearby to ignore. 

Just a stone’s throw away from the hotel is 
The Royal Mile, with Edinburgh Castle at the 
western end and the amazing Scottish 
Parliament building in the opposite direction, 
at the top end of Canongate. 

Having stormed the castle on countless occa¬ 
sions as a child, I instead paid my first visit to 


the High Street’s second-most famous struc¬ 
ture, St Giles Cathedral. 

With its stunning architecture and famed 
crown spire, it’s an impressive sight even for 
non-believers. 

As I wandered through narrow closes and 
hidden courtyards I could imagine myself liv¬ 
ing in the days of legendary poet Robert 
Bums, infamous businessman/burglar Deacon 
Brodie and the tragically faithful Skye Terrier 
Greyfriars Bobby. 

It wasn’t long before the dreich Scottish 
weather prevailed of course. My sanctuary 
from the rain, for another memorable vista of 
Auld Reekie’s iconic skyline, was the cocktail 
bar on the fourth floor of the city’s Harvey 
Nichols store. 

The summer months may be primetime for 
festival-goers, but for a luxury break with 


plenty to do, Edinburgh has year-round 
appeal. 

With children in tow, you must explore the 
Castle, for a unique insight into Scotland’s his¬ 
tory. 

Free guided tours are recommended for first¬ 
time visitors, or you can simply wander 
around, losing yourself in the many winding 
corridors and turrets and taking in the spec¬ 
tacular views of the Firth of Forth as you 
stand atop the castle ramparts. 

The walk up to the castle crosses the 
medieval Old Town, but the whole city is full of 
quirky little streets, jam-packed with inde¬ 
pendent shops and galleries. 

Edinburgh also has The National Galleries 
of Scotland, an obvious choice for visiting art 
lovers, while fans of modem art find The 
Fruitmarket Gallery a big highlight.

Buy-to-let market shows 
it's back in the groove 

THE property slump which saw buy-to- 
let mortgages drop out of the market is 
now in a healthier state and they are 
coming back 

Hopes are growing that lenders may 
soon be starting to offer buy-to-let loans 
as demand for rental properties holds up. 

Moneysupermarket.com reports the 
number of enquiries about buy-to-let 
mortgages has risen by almost 50 per 
cent in the last year. 

However, there are now 70 per cent 
fewer products on the market. 

Hannah Mercedes-Shenfield, at mon- 
eysupermarket, said: “With significantly 
fewer products left on the market and 
high interest rates attached to those 
available we could potentially have a 
ticking buy-to-let timebomb on our 
hands - the need for rental housing is 
increasing, but there may not be enough 
landlords to cater for this demand.”

THE Kent property market record¬ 
ed an encouraging performance 
during 2008/09 despite the down¬ 
turn, according to the latest Kent 
Property Market Report. 

The report, launched to an audience of 
almost 200 property professionals at Ashford 
International Hotel, reveals that despite the 
challenging economic climate, office rental 
values in the county remained stable, growing 
by 0.4 per cent in comparison with the UK 
average, which fell by 3.8 per cent. 

Kent Property Market Report, written by 
Kent County Council and property experts 
Cluttons LLP, is produced by investment pro¬ 
motion agency Locate in Kent. 

It reviews property performance and major 
deals in Kent in the financial year April 2008 to 
March 2009 and provides insight into residen¬ 
tial, retail and regeneration programmes and, 
for the first time, the rural property market. 

Ashford is already benefiting from 
Southeastern’s preview high-speed rail services, 
meaning journeys from Ashford International 
Station into London take only 37 minutes. 

The launch of full services in December is 
likely to fuel further investment and growth in 
the town, pointing towards a positive and 
encouraging economic outlook. 

Paul Carter, leader of KCC, said: “This report 
shows that Kent is resilient and is coming out 
of this recession fighting. Kent has fared well 
in comparison to the rest of the UK. At KCC 
we see regeneration as a major responsibility. 

'We will continue to invest in roads, schools 
and major regeneration schemes such as those 
in Ashford. 

“And as a county we must take full advan¬ 
tage of the opportunities presented by the 
arrival of high-speed rail services to Kent.” 

Ashford’s Growth Area development strate¬ 
gy is making good progress, which includes 
planning approval for Victoria Way, a proposed 


new road that will improve access to the sta¬ 
tion and the town centre. The variety of regen¬ 
eration projects in the town show encouraging 
signs for the future and included the mixed- 
use development Elwick Place, a new commer¬ 
cial office quarter near the train station and 
the new Herald building at Eureka Park. 

Alison Owen, partner at Cluttons LLP, said: 
“Property developers have proved flexible this 
year in response to demand and are focusing 
efforts on smaller-unit schemes offering 
shorter-term lettings. 

“Credit constraints are continuing to have 
an effect on both the residential and commer¬ 
cial property markets; however, the report 
shows that there continues to be an excellent 
supply of office space at affordable prices. 

“Rural property assets have witnessed a real 


resurgence in the last year, with investors 
looking for steady returns.” 

Paul Wookey, chief executive of Locate in 
Kent, said: “During the year, Locate in Kent 
recorded 246 new projects, representing an 
increase on last year, further proving that 
interest in Kent from UK and international 
investors remains strong. 

“We will continue to aggressively target 
high-growth and high-value sectors, including 
financial and business services, software infra¬ 
structure technologies, life sciences and envi¬ 
ronmental technologies. 

“We want to tap into the UK government’s 
growth ambitions and Kent has a key role to 
play in helping the UK reach its full potential 
as a world class leader in environmental tech¬ 
nologies.”

End of Groundhog Day 
nightmare for Jaguar 


JAGUAR has broken free from an 
automotive Groundhog Day of 
years re-creating the styling of its 
60 s heyday 

Its middleweight XF (from £33,200) model 
re-wrote the style book last year - soon to be 
joined by an equally radical XJ. 

It announced that Jaguar was ready to 
innovate again and the XF just got better too 
with the new 272bhp V6 3.0-litre S twin-tur- 
bodiesel (from £36,900) version tested here - 
Jaguar’s most powerful diesel so far. 

It might have escaped trad Jag styling, but 
the stunning new look echoes the brand’s old 
style ‘grace and pace’ advertising. 

The engine feels lively yet sensible too and 
shows how far diesel engines have come late¬ 
ly; there is a pleasing resonance more like a 
gutsy petrol unit and a smooth power delivery. 

Most muscle comes from the larger turbo, with 
the smaller kicking in at 2,800rpm, enabling the 
car to be both Jaguar and pussy cat. 

It responds with dismissive ease when called 
to overtake, whether the seamless six-speed 
auto gearbox is in standard or sport mode.

The latter tightens up throttle and steering 
response and is the perfect partner to manual 
selection via steering wheel paddles, allowing 
you to exploit the rear driven chassis’ 
sure-footedness beneath a typically well-sort¬ 
ed ride quality. 

But it is tempting to just idle around know¬ 
ing the Jag can dash to 60mph in under six 
seconds yet, driven normally, average around 
40mpg with C02 emissions of 179g/km or road 
tax Band I (£175/yr) - impressive for a rapid 
and relatively big car. 

A junior version of the same engine develop¬ 
ing 237bhp rather than 271bhp is even more 
frugal yet still outperforms the 3.0-litre V6 
petrol XF, which is only marginally cheaper - 
who is going to buy that now? 

If that heresy rattles G ‘n’ Ts down at the 
Jaguar gentlemen’s club, then the XF interior 
should send the ice cubes into orbit. 

It is emphatically not old style-style ‘clubby’ 
Jaguar. The use of wood is understated and the 
leather wears minimal stitching while the detail 
is techno. The control set all works beautifully 
and there is even a big boot and folding rear 
seat backs for longer loads - a far cry from the 
pinched back ends of those Groundhog Days.

Bourne bounce back 
with convincing win

A STRONG start from Sittingbourne 
helped them overcome Beccehamians at 
the weekend and put to bed the disappoint¬ 
ment of last week’s defeat at HSBC. 

Bourne came out of the blocks at a rate of 
knots and put pressure on the visitors from 
the outset.
